P.A.T.A.  Staff  Entertained.  —  The 
council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  entertained  the  staff  of  the 
Association  to  dinner  and  a  theatre  show 
in  London  on  December  11.  Mr.  J.  E. 
Goodall  (president)  was  in  the  chair.  Mr. 
F.  J.  Smith  (chairman  of  the  wholesale 
section)  proposed  the  health  of  the  presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Goodall  and  complimented 
Mr.  Goodall  on  initiating  the  social  gather- 


ing of  the  staff,  the  first  of  its  kind.  Mr. 

Goodall    proposed    the    toast  of    "  The 

P.A.T.A.  Staff."  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman 
(secretary)  replied. 

Chemists'  Sales.  —  Board  of  Trade 
figures  recently  issued  show  that  sales  of 
chemists'  goods  by  large  retailers  were  1 
per  cent,  higher  in  October  than  in  Sep- 
tember and  3  per  cent,  higher  than  in 
October  1951.  Comparative  figures  for 
independent  retailers  were  2  per  cent, 
lower  and  unchanged  respectively. 

Medical    Services    Amendment  Order. 

—Under  an  Order  (S.I.,  1952,  No.  2135) 
made  bv  the  Minister  of  Health,  provision 
is  made  for  an  Executive  Council  to  re- 
move the  name  of  a  doctor  from  its  list 
when  it  is  apparent  that  no  medical  ser- 
vices are  being  provided  by  him.  The  Order 
came  into  operation  on  December  18. 

Census  Report  on  Shop  and  Office  Fit- 
ting.— Gross  production  by  larger  establish- 
ments in  the  shop  and  office  fitting  trade 
in   Great   Britain   in   1948   amounted  to 
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£13,152,000  compared  with  £7,059,000 
in  1935.  Sales  of  built-in  furniture  and 
fittings  of  wood  and  of  metal  (excluding 
the  amount  charged  for  fitting)  for  shops 
by  362  "  larger "  establishments  were 
valued  at  £2,241,000.  Sales  of  exhibition 
stands  by  forty-six  larger  establishments 
totalled  £1,787,000;  sales  of  shopfronts 
mainly  of  wood  were  valued  at  £573,000, 
while  those  mainly  of  metal  were  valued 
at  £759,000  ;  other  shopfronts  were  sold 
for  £  146,000. 

ACTH  Isolated.  —  As  the  result  of 
three  years'  work,  a  team  of  chemists  in 
the  Armour  Laboratories  division  of 
Armour  &  Co.,  Chicago.  Illinois,  U.S.A., 
have  isolated  pure  adrenocorticotrophic 
hormone  (ACTH).  It  is  a  white  powder, 
soluble  in  water,  chemically  a  protein  with 
a  molecular  weight  of  about  3,500  (much 
smaller  than  originally  estimated).  It  ap- 
pears to  consist  essentially  of  a  single 
chain  of  amino  acids,  and  has  150  to  200 
potency  units  per  mgm.  The  pure  sub- 
stance will  provide  a  firm  standard  against 
which  to  measure  therapeutic  preparations 
of  ACTH,  and  should  open  the  way  to 
research  on  the  underlying  mechanisms  by 
which  the  hormone  exercises  its  effects. 
The  principal  problem  was  coping  with  the 
lability  of  the  substance.

Hospital  Man-power  Economies. — The 
Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Iain  Macleod) 
sent  a  memorandum  on  hospital  man- 
power to  all  hospital  authorities,  on  De- 
cember 4,  in  which  hospitals  were  asked 
not  to  increase  their  staffs  without  prior 
approval.  The  memorandum  classifies  hos- 
pital staffs  into  groups  A,  B.  C  and  D. 
Group  D  comprises  all  except  medical, 
dental,  nursing  and  midwifery  staff  and 
an  appendix  specifically  mentions  phar- 
macists as  being  classed  in  group  D.  In 
that  group  hospitals  are  asked  to  try  to 
achieve  a  reduction  of  5  per  cent,  in  the 
coming  twelve  months.  The  memorandum 
calls  on  all  hospital  boards  and  commit- 
tees to  carry  out  a  detailed  review  of  their 
staffs  and  make  reductions  wherever  pos- 
sible. There  is  not,  however,  to  be  any 
arbitrary  cut.  If  the  authority  considers 
that  a  staff  reduction  would  curtail  essen- 
tial services  they  should  make  a  full  re- 
port of  the  circumstances  to  the  regional 
hospital  board  or  to  the  Minister.  In- 
creases in  the  total  numbers  now  em- 
ployed are  not  to  be  made  without  prior 
approval.  In  the  case  of  hospital  manage- 
ment committee  staff,  approval  for  in- 
creases in  number  of  staff  will  be  given 
by  the  regional  board,  and  in  the  case  of 
regional  board  and  teaching  hospital  staff 
by  the  Minister  himself.  [See  also  p.  861.] 
Oxford  Research  Fellowship.  —  The 
endowment  has  been  announced  of  a  medi- 
cal research  fellowship,  the  Florey  Trust, 
at  Oxford  University,  by  Boots,  Ltd.,  The 
Distillers  Co.,  Ltd..  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  and  Imperial  Chemical  Industries, 
Ltd.,  in  commemoration  of  the  work  done 

on  penicillin  at 
Oxford  by  Sir 
Howard  Florey  and 
his  co-workers.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


U.S.A.  Hospital  Pharmacy 

By  co-operation  between  the  American 
Institute  of  the  History  of  Pharmacy  and 
the  American  Society  of  Hospital  Phar- 
macists, there  has  been  issued  a  well-pro- 
duced and  illustrated  brochure,  reprinted 
from  the  Society's  "Bulletin"  (9.4.279- 
421)  describing  its  foundation  in  1942  and 
subsequent  development.  The  narrative 
may  be  briefly  defined  as  a  success  story 
in  two  parts :  (1)  Events  leading  to  the 
inauguration,  and  (2)  the  development. 
In  a  foreword,  Dr.  George  Urdang  com- 
ments that  "  the  hospital  pharmacist  was 
the  first  recognised  representative  of  the 
specialised  art  and  science  of  pharmacy," 
and  in  confirmation  refers  to  a  plan  for 
remodelling  a  Swiss  monastery  in  the  ninth 
century.  A  few  hospitals  in  the  United 
States  engaged  pharmacists  from  1752  on- 
wards ;  but  they  were  exceptions.  Not 
till  1 92 1  did  a  demand  for  organisation 
among  hospital  pharmacists  take  shape. 
The  first  public  manifestation  of  the  trend 
was  an  article  contributed  to  an  American 
journal  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Austin  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati General  Hospital ;  and  the  step 
first  discussed  was  the  formation  of  a 
group  within  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  In  1925  a  Hospital  Pharmacy 
Association  was  formed  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia :  other  state  associations  of  this  or 
a  similar  type  arose  a  few  years  later.  In 
1936  a  subsection  on  hospital  pharmacy 
was  started  in  the  A. Ph. A.  When  this 
subsection  met  at  the  convention  of  the 
Association  in  1941,  a  resolution  for  form- 
ing a  separate  society  was  put  to  the  vote 
and  carried. 

Steady  Growth 

On  August  21,  1942,  the  Society  was 
founded  as  an  autonomous  body.  Three 
facts  in  its  development  are  salient.  The 
first  is  that  its  membership  has  increased 
steadily  from  less  than  100  to  the  present 
strength  of  more  than  2,000 :  a  graph 
shows  this  clearly.  The  second  fact  is  that 
"  the  fundamental  objectives  as  set  forth 
in  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  remain 
essentially  the  same  today  in  1952  " — 
good  evidence  of  careful  planning.  The 
third  fact  is  that  close  ties  have  been 
established  with  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  and  the  American  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
(A  joint  venture  of  the  A. Ph. A.  and  the 
A.S.H.P.,  known  as  the  Division  of  Hos- 
pital Pharmacy,  has  been  launched.)  The 


Society's  standing  committees  have  been 
supplemented  by  special  committees,  seven 
of  which  are  mentioned  in  the  booklet.  An 
important  outcome  of  these  activities  has 
been  the  adoption  of  a  "  Minimum  Stan- 
dard for  Pharmacies  in  Hospitals."  The 
final  section  of  the  reprint,  before  the  ap- 
pendices and  index  are  reached,  is  headed 
"  Evaluations  and  Interpretations,"  and 
may  be  regarded  as  a  summing  up.  Its 
author,  Mr.  Don  E.  Francke,  has  made 
a  selection,  with  judicious  comment,  from 
the  matters  set  forth  more  fully  in  the 
preceding  pages.  He  points  out,  among 
other  observations,  that  the  Society  has 
had  an  influence  on  the  position  assigned 
in  United  States  hospitals  to  their  phar- 
maceutical departments.  One  of  his  re- 
marks is  applicable  in  all  countries  :  "  An 
organisation  cannot  accomplish  its  objec- 
tives solely  by  an  educational  programme 
among  its  members  .  .  .  there  must  be  a 
professional  and  public  relations  pro- 
gramme to  carry  to  closely  related  groups 
the  basic  principles  of  what  the  organi- 
sation stands  for.  .  .  ." 

Antimony  in  Medicine 

A  few  years  ago  I  heard  a  distinguished 
specialist  say  that  antimony  is  not  pre- 
scribed (or,  it  may  have  been,  not  much 
prescribed)  in  modern  practice.  The  word 
is  assigned  provisionally  to  the  Arabic  lan- 
guage, and  was  formerly  applied  to  native 
antimony  trisulphide.  The  use  of  some 
preparation  or  preparations  of  the  metal 
has  been  traced  to  Constantinus  Africanus 
(1020-87).  As  is  well  known,  Basil  Valen- 
tine gave  the  element  enthusiastic  publi- 
city in  his  "  Triumphal  Chariot  of  Anti- 
mony," first  published  in  1601  but  pro- 
bably circulated  in  manuscript  earlier. 
Antimony  entered  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Londinensis  in  five  forms — oleum  seu 
butyrum  antimonii,  antimonium  cum  nitro 
calcinatum,  regulus  antimonii,  crocus 
metallorum,  vitrum  antimonii.  In  Quincy's 
Dispensatory  (17 18)  there  are  at  least 
twenty  preparations  of  it;  in  the  Edin- 
burgh Pharmacopoeia  of  1735,  fifteen;  in 
the  P.L.  of  1788,  nine;  and  in  that  of  1824, 
four.  Salmon,  in  his  translation  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Bateana,  referred  to  seven 
or  eight  recipes  of  the  then  popular  dia- 
phoretic antimony  (the  second  of  the  five 
P.L.  forms  noted  in  a  preceding  sentence). 
This  medicament  was,  according  to  some 
authors,  to  be  kept  away  from  air  lest  it 
should  turn  dangerous.  Xrayser

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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 


By  a  Member  of  the  Press 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of  Health) 
told  Dr,  Barnet  Stross  on  December  18 
that  the  number  of  prescription  forms  issued 
in  England  and  Wales  in  September  1951 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  was 
10,278,213;  the  average  number  of  pre- 
scriptions per  form  was  1.59  and  the  aver- 
age cost  per  form  6s.  i.8d.  The  estimated 
number  of  forms  issued  in  September  19^2, 
based  on  numbers  declared  by  chemists  was 
9,511,000  and  the  average  number  of  pre- 
scriptions per  form  1.72.  The  average  cost 
per  form  was  not  yet  known. 

Dr.  Stross  suggested  that  the  Minister 
might  find  that  the  increase  in  the  cost  of 
a  prescription  cancelled  some  of  the  finan- 
cial gain  he  was  hoping  to  make  and  asked 
whether  if  that  proved  to  be  so  he  would 
review  the  whole  matter. 

Mr.  Macleod  replied  that  if  the  pre- 
scriptions and  not  forms  were  compared  the 
deterrent  effect  for  that  month  was  less 
than  a  quarter  of  1  per  cent. 

Rotas  in  Wales 

The  Rev.  Llewellyn  Williams  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  December  18 
whether  he  was  satisfied  that  in  Wales 
and  Monmouthshire  there  was  in  opera- 
tion on  chemists'  closing  half-days  an 
agreed  duty  rota  for  dealing  with  doctors' 
prescriptions.    Mr.  Iain  Macleod  :  Yes. 

Supply  of  Elastic  Hosiery 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of  Health) 
told  Mr.  W.  W.  Hamilton  on  December 
18  that  the  number  of  elastic  hosiery 
(single  articles  or  pairs)  supplied  during 
June-November  1952,  was  16,055;  July- 
December  1948,  4,788;  1949,  23,331; 
1950,  3M55;  and  1951,  35,732. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Stewart  told  Mr.  W.  W. 
Hamilton  on  December  19  that  the  num- 
ber of  elastic  stockings  supplied  by  hospi- 
tals in  Scotland  through  the  National 
Health  Service  during  various  periods 
were  as  follows :  In  the  six  months  to 
September  1952,  1,536;  1948  (from  July 
5).  243;  1949,  1,614;  1950,  1,977;  1951, 
2,619;    1952    (to    September   30),  2,223. 

Prescriptions  Dispensed 

Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  asked  on  December 
18  for  the  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed by  chemists  under  N.H.S.  for  the 
latest  convenient  three  months  ;  the  ratio 
of  prescriptions  per  form,  and  the  propor-

tion  of  forms  in  the  S  bundle  (expensive 
prescriptions). 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  replied  that  the  in- 
formation in  the  last  part  of  the  question 
would  not  be  known  until  the  prescriptions 
had  been  priced.  The  number  of  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  in  August  1952  was 
14,075,000  and  the  ratio  of  prescriptions 
to  forms  was  1.7 1.  In  September, 
16,34.7,000,  ratio  1.72  ;  October, 
18  662,000,  ratio  1.73. 

In  reply  to  a  second  question.  Mr.  Iain 
Macleod  told  Mr.  Linstead  that  during 
the  twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1952. 
the  prescribing  of  222  doctors  (some  of 
whom  were  in  partnership)  was  examined 
for  the  first  time.  Medical  officers  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  had  visited  most  of 
them  to  discuss  possible  economies  in 
their  prescribing. 

Fog  Deaths 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of  Health) 
told  Sir  H.  Williams  on  December  18 
that  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes 
in  Greater  London  during  the  week  end- 
ing December  13  was  4,70s  compared 
with  1,852  in  the  corresponding  week  of 
1 95 1.  A  large  part  of  the  increase  must 
be  attributed  to  the  fog. 

Hospital  Staffs  Economy 

In  a  debate  on  a  Ministry  of  Health 
circular  concerning  economy  in  hospital 
staffs  on  December  10.  Miss  P.  Hopnsby- 
Smith  (Parliamentary  Secretarv  to  Minis- 
try of  Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop 
that  the  matter  of  a  recommendation  for 
a  reduction  of  5  per  cent,  in  non-medical 
and  non-nursing  staff  was  adjusted  to  the 
circumstances  of  each  hospital  group. 

Exports  of  Antibiotics  to  China 

Mr.  H.  R.  Mackeson  (Secretary  for 
Overseas  Trade)  told  Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Bing 
on  December  19  that  the  permissible  ex- 
ports by  the  United  Kingdom  to  meet 
China's  normal  civilian  requirements  of 
antibiotics  and  sulphonamides  had  been 
estimated  by  reference  to  exports  to  China 
and  Hong  Kong  of  those  drus:s  in  the 
first  six  months  of  1950.  Additional  ex- 
ports had  been  licensed  to  meet  special 
needs  certified  by  the  Hong  Kong  autho- 
rities. The  values  of  licences  granted  dur- 
ing the  period  July  1,  1951,  to  December 
16,  1952,  for  those  preparations  were 
£889,700  and  £417,900,  respectively. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  NORTHERN  IRELAND 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
was  held  in  Belfast  on  December  12,  the 
president  (Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd)  in  the  chair. 
Also  present  were  Messrs.  J.  Irwin,  S.  E. 
Campbell.  F.  R.  Moore  C.  A.  Quinn, 
P.  R.  W.  Shinner,  H.  W.  Gamble,  J. 
McGregor,  Walter  C.  Tate  and  Professor 
E.  B.  C.  Mayrs.  The  secretary  (Mr.  Wil- 
liam Gorman)  was  in  attendance.  Apolo- 
gies for  absence  were  received  from 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Crossin,  W.  P.  Ewart.  H.  H. 
Cowzer  and  H.  J.  Cousley. 

D.D.  Exemption 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Home  Affairs  stating  that  "  nalor- 
phine "  (N-allylnormorphine)  had  been 
exempted  from  the  Dangerous  Drug  Acts. 

A  copy  of  a  letter  from  S.  Maw,  Son 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  forwarded  for  the  Coun- 
cil's views  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs, 
requested  exemption  from  schedule  4  for 
a  preparation  of  nasal  drops  containing 
amphetamine. 

After  discussion  the  Council  decided  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  McGregor,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Shinner.  to  recommend  that  the 
preparation  should  be  taken  out  of  sche- 
dule 4.  On  the  suggestion  of  Professor 
Mayrs  it  was  also  recommended  that  a 
limitation  should  be  placed  on  the 
strength. 

The  Northern  Ireland  branch  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  wrote,  in 
reply  to  a  communication  from  the  Coun- 
cil, stating  that  careful  consideration  had 
been  given  to  the  desire  to  seek  the 
amendment  of  section  15  of  the  Medi- 
cines, Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1945, 
and  that  they  had  no  objection  provided 
that  it  would  not  affect  the  present  posi- 
tion of  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  the  sec- 
tion dealt  with  the  carrying  on  of  busi- 
ness as  a  pharmacist.  It  was  proposed  to 
delete  the  reference  "  provided  that  noth- 
ing in  this  subsection  shall  affect  any 
licentiate  of  Apothecaries'  Hall  or  other 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioner,"  to 
bring  the  section  into  line  with  legisla- 
tion in  Great  Britain. 

The  chairman  of  the  Statutory  Commit- 
tee (Mr.  W.  F.  Patton)  wrote  stating  that 
consideration  had  been  given  to  certain 
advertisements  referred  to  the  Committee 
by  the  Council.  In  one  case  nothing  ob- 
jectionable was  seen  in  the  terms  of  the 
advertisement,  and  in  another  the  Com- 
mittee had  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 


person  concerned  was  continuing  to  ad- 
vertise in  objectionable  terms.  In  two 
other  cases  he  was  writing  to  the  persons 
and  expected  that  that  would  be  sufficient. 

Mr.  Patton's  letter  also  said :  "  The 
view  which  the  Statutory  Committee 
takes  of  those  advertisements  is  that  they 
arise  out  of  a  bad  habit  of  long  stand- 
ing and  are  used  mainly  out  of  thought- 
lessness. ...  It  seems  to  the  Committee 
that  to  continue  to  ask  it  to  consider  those 
matters  which  arise  out  of  ignorance  and 
thoughtlessness  is  putting  a  quite  unneces- 
sary burden  on  them  and  that  the  proper 
way  to  deal  with  the  matter  would  be  for 
the  Society  to  issue  a  circular  to  their 
members  on  the  subject.  The  Statutory 
Committee  would  not,  of  course,  be  bound 
by  the  views  expressed.  .  .  ." 

Circular  on  Advertising 

The  Secretary  then  stated  that  a 
circular  had  since  been  sent  out  to  each 
member,  and  that  action  was  approved. 
The  circular  reads :  "  Certain  advertise- 
ments inserted  in  the  Press  and  in  various 
publications  by  authorised  sellers  of  poi- 
sons have  recently  been  forwarded  to  the 
Council  of  the  Society.  Those  advertise- 
ments include  such  statements  as  :  '  Pres- 
criptions accurately  compounded  ' ;  '  only 
purest  drugs  stocked  ' ;  '  Our  dispensing  is 
your  safeguard,'  which  suggest  that  the 
person  concerned  is  providing  a  better 
service  or  is  better  qualified  to  provide  a 
service  to  the  public  than  are  other 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons.  The  Coun- 
cil wishes  it  to  be  known  that  a  member 
or  body  corporate  issuing  an  advertise- 
ment which  reflects  on  the  integrity  of,  or 
service  provided  by,  other  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  will  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
professional  misconduct.  In  future,  all 
complaints  of  such  misconduct  will  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Society's  Statutory  Commit- 
tee. As  many  advertisements  are  renewed 
at  the  beginning  of  each  year  the  Coun- 
cil recommends  that  those  should  be  care- 
fully scrutinised  and  statements  likely  to 
offend  deleted." 

It  was  also  reported  that  owing  to  poor 
attendance,  the  headmaster  of  Omagh 
technical  school  had  decided  to  discon- 
tinue pharmacy  classes,  and  that  the  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  Omagh 
Chemists'  Association  should  be  asked  to 
consider  giving  time  off  to  students  with 
a  view  to  having  the  classes  restarted  in 
January.

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  executive  and  of  the  directors  of 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd., 
were  held  in  London  on  November  26, 
Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  in  the  chair. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  death  (C.  & 
D.,  November  15,  p.  663)  of  Mr.  W.  John- 
ston, Ph.C.  (secretary  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association  1 901 -21),  and  the 
Chairman  called  upon  the  members  of  the 
executive  to  stand  in  silence  for  a  few 
moments  in  tribute  to  him. 

Reports  of  meetings  of  the  accounts  and 
business  services  committees  held  the  pre- 
vious day  were  received  and  approved. 

The  Executive  considered  the  Draft  Re- 
vised Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional 
Conduct  issued  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  decided  to  is- 
sue a  statement  on  principles  (see  C.  &  D., 
December  6,  p.  771). 

The  Executive  also  discussed  a  proposal 
that  a  chemists'  sick  and  accident  insur- 
ance scheme  should  be  launched,  but  de- 
cided to  take  no  action  unless  evidence 
was  forthcoming  of  a  reasonable  amount 
of  interest  on  the  part  of  prospective  in- 
surers. The  secretary  was  authorised  to 
outline  in  the  N.P.U.  supplement  or  other- 
wise the  type  of  cover  that  could  be  made 
available,  and  to  ask  those  interested  to 
communicate  with  the  Chemists'  Mutual 
Insurance  Co.,  Ltd.  The  Committee  also 
considered  a  proposal  concerning  the  nos- 
sible  extension  of  the  scope  of  the  Chem- 
ists' Sickness  and  Provident  Society  so 
that  members  could  subscribe  for  shares 
which  did  not  carry  sickness  benefit  but 
accumulated  until  retirement  age,  when 
the  capital  sum  could  be  surrendered  to 
the  Society  in  exchange  for  an  annuity. 
It  was  decided  not  to  extend  the  scope  of 
the  Society  in  that  way  but  to  suggest 
to  members  who  reach  retirement  age  that 
they  should  consider  buying  an  annuity. 

Resolutions  from  a  Branch 

The  Executive  received  the  following  re- 
solutions from  the  Watford  and  West 
Herts  Branch  :  — 

,  1.  "It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Branch  that  the 
Executive  should  be  encouraged  to  continue  to 
arrange  meetings  for  Sundays  as  this  will  en- 
courage more  attendance." 

2.  "  This  Branch  calls  upon  the  N.P.U.  Exe- 
cutive to  exert  stronger  pressure  on  the  Central 
National  Health  Service  (Contractors)  Committee 
to  speed  up  the  pricing  of  prescriptions  in  view 
of  the  fluctuating  and  precarious  nature  of  the 
final  payments." 


It  was  resolved  that  the  first  resolution 
should  be  discussed  when  the  question  of 
N.P.U.  area  meetings  was  considered  and 
to  take  appropriate  action  on  resolution  2. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Asso- 
ciation of  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
had  decided  that,  from  July,  1,  19^, 
drugs  and  galenicals  (other  than  counter 
sale  packs)  should  be  sold  to  retail  chem- 
ists in  the  metric  system.  For  solids,  a 
500-gm.  pack  would  replace  the  present 
1 -lb.  pack,  asoo-mil  pack  ;  the  present  1  -lb. 
pack  for  fluids  and  a  2-litre  pack  the  pre- 
sent Winchester.  It  was  understood  that 
not  all  drug  houses  would  change  over 
to  the  system  but  that  most  would  pro- 
bably change  over  to  selling  liquid  galeni- 
cals by  volume  instead  of  by  weight.  It 
was  resolved  to  raise  no  objection  to  the 
proposal. 

The  Executive  agreed  to  a  proposal  from 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  Revision 
Committee  to  reduce  the  number  of  for- 
mulas for  surgical  spirit  in  the  B.P.C., 
subject  to  sufficient  time  being  given  to 
dispose  of  existing  stocks. 

Basic  Buying  Quantities 

The  report  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Com- 
mittee was  presented  by  the  Chairman 
(Mr.  H.  Steinman),  who  stated  that  the 
secretary  of  the  management  side  of  the 
Whitley  Council  had  asked  for  the  data 
on  which  claims  for  increased  remun- 
eration were  based.  The  Committee  had 
agreed  to  make  the  data  available.  Fur- 
ther consideration  had  been  given  to  pro- 
posals from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
revising  the  basic  buying  quantities  of  cer- 
tain Drug  Tariff  tablets,  and  it  was  agreed 
that,  with  three  items,  the  quantities 
could  be  revised.  In  the  remainder  the 
Committee  believed  that  payment  should 
continue  to  be  based  on  the  rates  that 
already  operated. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  discussions 
with  the  Ministry  had  taken  place  on  the 
supply  of  elastic  hosiery  and  trusses 
through  the  general  practitioner  service 
and  that  the  Ministry  had  agreed  that 
payment  should  not  be  disallowed  where 
contractors  had  inadvertently  supplied 
the  wrong  type  of  hosiery  between  Febru- 
ary and  September,  but  should  be  made 
on  an  agreed  scale  of  basic  prices.  That 
arrangement  would  not  extend  further 
than  the  end  of  September  and  the  re- 
quirements of  Clause  16  of  the  Tariff  must

therefore  be  observed.  The  committee  had 
also  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  the  ques- 
tion of  payment  for  non-scheduled  appli- 
ances, and  a  request  had  been  made  for 
a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Min- 
istry's  pharmaceutical   department.  The 


service  during  the  Christmas  holiday 
should  be  left  to  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  to  decide.  Forty-eight  persons 
who  had  joined  the  Union  since  the  previ- 
ous meeting  of  the  executive  were  formally 
elected  as  members. 


NORTHERN  IRELAND  HEALTH  BOARD 


The  Northern  Ireland  General  Health 
Services  Board  is  presenting  a  Supplemen- 
tary Estimate  of  £329,000  for  pharmaceu- 
tical services.  The  revised  estimate  is  now 
£1,554,000.  At  the  Board's  November 
meeting  an  interim  payment  to  chemists 
for  October  of  £101,007  was  approved 
together  with  £8,967  as  the  balance  for 
June. 

Surcharges  Recommended 

It  was  decided  that  the  problem  of  the 
prescribing  by  doctors  of  appliances  not  on 
the  List  should  be  examined  by  the  Medi- 
cal and  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Com- 
mittees at  a  joint  meeting.  Mr.  John  Mc- 
Gregor (a  pharmaceutical  member)  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  if  the  Regulations  were  amended  to 
allow  doctors  to  be  surcharged  for  order- 
ing appliances  which  were  not  in  the  pre- 
scribed list. 

A  letter  addressed  by  Rybar  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  to  a  patient  who  had  used  it 
to  persuade  a  doctor  to  prescribe  a  Rybar 
inhaler  was  considered.  The  patient  had 
received  with  the  letter,  an  inhaler  and  a 
bottle  of  inhalant  on  a  fortnight's  trial 
and  without  obligation  to  purchase.  "  The 
letter  included  in  its  text  the  following 
statement : 

"  Your  doctor  may,  if  he  agree  with  the  treat- 
ment, prescribe  both  inhalant  and  Rybar  inhaler 
with  mask  under  the  National  Health  Service.  If 
your  doctor  gives  you  a  prescription  for  these  you 
will  please  send  it  direct  to  us  together  with  the 
name  and  address  of  your  usual  chemist." 

A  reply  to  Rybar  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  was 
approved  by  the  Board  and  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  set  out  the  facts  of  the 
case  in  a  memorandum  to  doctors  and 
chemists. 

No  Action 

The  Medical  Advisory  Committee  de- 
cided that  no  action  should  be  taken  on  a 
number  of  daily  prescriptions  for  mor- 
phine sulphate  ordered  for  a  patient  who 
was,  apparently,  a  drug  addict. 

The  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Ad- 
visory Committees  at  their  joint  meeting 
will  consider  replies  from  twenty-seven  dis- 
pensing doctors  residing  in  or  near  the 


same  town  or  village  as  a  chemist  to  the 
Board's  inquiry  about  the  continuation  of 
such  dispensing. 

The  replies  were  in  four  categories 
covering  doctors  who  agreed  that  their 
patients  would  not  suffer  serious  difficulty 
and  who  were  prepared  to  cease  dispens- 
ing ;  those  who  appeared  anxious  to  stop 
but  felt  there  would  be  genuine  difficulties 
for  patients ;  others  who  mentioned  diffi- 
culties but  did  not  indicate  their  wishes  ; 
and  those  who  wished  to  continue  dispens- 
ing. 

The  Medical  Advisory  Committee  re- 
commended that  the  doctors  in  the  first 
category  should  not  be  required  to  con- 
tinue dispensing  and  that  others  who 
wished  could  be  relieved,  provided  ade- 
quate pharmaceutical  arrangements  could 
be  made. 

A  BICENTENARY  BOOK 

An  illustrated  52-quarto-paged  book  com- 
memorating the  completion  of  200  years 
of  production  at  the  glass  works  at  Rother- 
ham  has  just  been  published  by  Beatson, 
Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  bicentenary  was 
in  fact  completed  in  1951,  for  the  business 
was  founded  as  John  Wright  &  Co.  in 
1751.  William  Beatson,  great  grandfather 
of  the  present  chairman,  Ernest  Beatson 
Clark,  joined  the  business  in  1783  and  the 
family  interest  has  been  continuous  since 
that  date.  In  the  early  days  the  "  several 
trades  and  mysteries  of  glass  and  bottle 
manufacturers  and  potters  "  resulted  in  a 
picturesque  out-turn  of  antiguglars,  corals 
and  Daffy's,  fish  globes  and  goblets,  hemi- 
spheres for  French  lamps,  lace  makers' 
lights,  lumps,  muffineers  and  syllabubs.  A 
price  list  dated  1829  included  the  items 
"  Carboys,  is.  6d."  and  "  Rounds  specie 
mouths  the  same  as  Rounds  and  Stoppers. 
2s.  8d."  The  company's  modern  develop- 
ment dates  largely  from  the  incorporation 
of  the  business  as  a  limited  company  in 
1910.  Even  so  recently  as  1929  the  num- 
ber of  employees — today  over  900 — was 
less  than  200.  Output  of  bottles  rose  from 
25,000  gross  in  19 19  to  535,000  gross  in 
1949-

Gummed  Labels  Delivered  Automatic- 
ally.— With  a  new  automatic  label  gum-

.London,  N.W.i,  a  wet-gummed  label  is 


delivered  to  the  operator  each  time  he 
depresses  a  metal  bar  at  the  front  of  the 
machine  with  the  heel  of  his  hand.  Sim- 
plicity of  construction  and  operation  is  the 
keynote  of  the  machine,  which  can  deliver 
labels  as  fast  as  the  operator  can  work 
the  control,  and  takes  in  one  loading  more 
than  500  labels  in  any  size  from  1  x  1  in.

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TABLET  COUNTING  MACHINES 


Designs  of  machines  available  for  count- 
ng  tablets  include  the  following  for  use 
m  a  small  scale.      The  first  consists  of 
i  tray  device,  fitted  at  one  end  with  a 
ounting   plate    containing   a  number  of 
io!es  equivalent  to  the  number  of  tablets 
o   be   counted.    Beneath   the   plate   is  a 
alse  bottom.     The  tablets  to  be  counted 
ire  placed  on  the  tray  and  brushed  over 
he  holes.    Care  is  taken  that  the  plate 
elected  has  holes  of  about  the  same  dia- 
neter  as  that  of  the  tablets  so  that  each 
lole  will  accommodate  one  tablet.  After 
:he  surplus   of  tablets  has   been  brushed 
Dack  to  the  tray  the  false  bottom  is  re- 
moved and  the  tablets  held  in  the  holes 
drop  into  the  container  via  two  hoppers 
the  second  of  which  oscillates  to  prevent 
the  tablets  clogging  in  the  orifice.  The 
counting  plate  can  readily  be  changed  to 
accommodate  tablets  of  various  sizes.  The 
Imachine  is  suitable  for  use  in  conjunction 
with  a  slow  conveyor  belt  packaging  line. 


Raceway  type  of  machine. 

The  second  machine  makes  use  of  a 
series  of  sloping  and  tapering  channels 
called  a  raceway,  at  the  top  of  which  the 
tablets  to  be  counted  are  discharged.  They 
align  themselves  down  channels  which  are 
shaped  so  that  at  the  bottom  only  one 
tablet  can  be  contained  in  each.  The  com- 
plete bottom  row  of  the  tablets  may  then 
be  fed  directly  into  a  final  container. 

For  larger  scale  work  an  electronic 
counting  device  has  been  made,  which 
counts  tablets  by  a  photo-electric  means 
as  they  pass  through  the  machine  in  a

stream  in  a  single  row.  There  is  no  limit 
to  the  speed  of  the  stream.  The  process 
can  be  halted  after  any  given  number  have 
been  counted,  for  specially  careful  filling 
where  the  products  are  fragile.

Non-interference  Dry  Shavers. — Chil- 
ton Electric  Products,  Ltd.,  Hungerford, 
Berks,  have  received  from  the  Post  Office 
Engineering  Department  a  letter  acknow- 
ledging that  the  company's  Kub  and  Buk 
electric  dry  shavers  cause  no  interference 
with  radio  and  television.

Designed  Lighting. — Far  greater  sales 
and  attraction  value  are  gained  from  a 
given  current  consumption  if  sign  and 
window  illumination  are  designed  to- 
gether by  one  who  knows  the  most  effec- 
tive and  economical  ways  of  using  the 
wide  variety  of  equipment  offered  by  elec- 
tric lamp  manufacturers.  One  of  the  lead- 
ing exponents  of  such  planned  lighting  is 
Modern  Electric  (Installations),  Ltd.,  184 
Royal  College  Street,  London,  N.W.i, 
whose  recent  installations,  carried  out 
under  the  expert  guidance  of  Mr.  S.  E. 
Quitak  (a  director),  have  included  many 
highly  successful  combinations,  such  as 
cathode  tube  nameplate  on  fascia  of  ton- 
ing or  contrasting  colour,  below  it  a  slo- 
gan or  other  lettering  silhouetted  against 


a  panel  of  white  light,  and  in  the  window 
strip  lighting  augmented  by  concealed 
lamps.  Mr.  Quitak  believes  that  many  re- 
tailers imagine  schemes  of  that  kind  to 
be  prohibitive  in  cost  and  strenuously 
denies  that  that  is  so. 

Action  of  Quaternary  Ammonium 
Compounds. — An  annotation  in  the  No- 
vember 15  issue  of  the  "Lancet"  stated 
that  the  quaternary  ammonium  salts  have 
no  appreciable  effect  on  the  pseudomonas 
group.  Although  this  is  true  for  cetri- 
mide,  Mr.  L.  M.  Spalton  (a  director  of 
Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  Africa  House,  Kings- 
way,  London,  W.C.2)  points  out  that  it 
is  not  a  valid  criticism  of  all  quaternary 
ammonium  salts.  At  least  one  of  them, 
Roccal,  has  appreciable  activity  against 
Pseudomonas  pyocyanea.  That  activity, 
though  less  than  against  streptococci  and 
staphylococci,  is,  he  states,  higher  than 
that  of  many  disinfectants  widely  used  in 
hospital  practice.  As  yet  no  disinfectant 
is  available  that  has  a  high  killing  power 
against  the  pseudomonas  group,  but  that 
should  not  prevent  the  use  of  such 
qualernary  salts,  which  have  an  effect 
against  the  group  and  have  other  merits. 

Industrial  Design  Testing-shop. — With 
the  primary  object  of  testing  under  condi- 
tions of  use  the  effectiveness  of  their  pack- 
age designs,  and  the  secondary  function  of 
supplying  the  staff  of  their  organisations, 
Richard  Lonsdale-Hands  Associates,  indus- 
trial designers,  Commonwealth  House, 
London,  W.C.i,  opened  recently  what  they 
describe — it  is  an  understatement — as  "  the 
strangest  shop  in  the  world."  The  shop  is 
licensed  to  sell  food,  registered  under  the 
sweets-points  scheme,  and  buys  through 
normal  trade  channels,  but  sells  only  pro- 


ducts whose  packaging  has  been  designed 
or  modified  by  the  Lonsdale-Hands  Or- 
ganisation. The  "  shop,"  which  is  laid 
out  like  a  self-service  store,  provides  "  a 
continuous  study  of  how  packs  display  on 
the  shelves,  how  they  '  handle,'  and  how 
they  stand  up  to  normal  shopping  condi- 
tions." Two  examples  of  packs  designed  by 
the  organisation  are  illustrated.

Although,  as  was  predicted  in  the 
August  16  issue  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (p.  229)  and  confirmed  by  in- 
troduction of  the  New  Valuation  Lists 
(Postponement)  Bill,  the  Government  has 
abandoned  any  idea  of  completing  by  April 
T953  the  nation-wide  reassessment  of  rate- 
able properties  in  general,  the  work  of 
reassessing  business  premises  continues. 
New  assessments  are  being  entered  in  the 
current  valuation  lists,  and  payment  of 
rates  is,  in  fact,  being  demanded  on  the 
fresh  values,  many  of  which  are  much 
higher  than  the  old  ones. 

Even  apart  from  the  reassessment  of 
business  premises,  there  is  every  indication 
that  rates  in  general  will  rise  in  1953,  for 
it  is  now  becoming  clear  that  rate  pound- 
ages (the  amounts-in-the-£  payable  by 
ratepayers  as  distinct  from  their  rateable 
values)  will  be  everywhere  increased. 
Salaries  of  local  government  officials  have, 
like  other  salaries,  been  increased,  and  that 
will  help  to  swell  the  rate  burden.  Salary 
rises  awarded  to  teachers  will  in  some  in- 
stances add  to  the  rates  an  extra  sixpence 
in  the  £.  The  expansion  of  the  fire  ser- 
vices, wage  increases  to  firemen  ;  increased 
rates  of  national  insurance  ;  dearer  petrol ; 
and  many  other  costs  will  have  to  be  met 
by  ratepayers.  There  are  also  amounts 
which  the  various  local  authorities  propose 
to  spend  on  Coronation  festivities.  Even 
though  those  expenses  may  not  be  be- 
grudged they  will,  for  some  authorities, 
mean  an  extra  threepence  on  the  rates. 

A  further  charge  is  the  increased  cost 


of  borrowing  for  capital  schemes  —  and 
most  Councils  wish  to  carry  out  improve- 
ments. Last  year  £402  millions  was  ad- 
vanced by  the  Public  Works  Loan  Board, 
mostly  for  schools  and  houses.  Many 
Councils  have  no  alternative  but  to  pay 
the  increased  loan  charges  for  they  are 
already  committed  to  extensive  improve- 
ment schemes.  In  any  case,  few  authori- 
ties will  decide  to  cease  building  dwellings 
and  erecting  schools  because  of  the  in- 
creased cost  of  the  money  they  have  to 
borrow. 

There  are  still  other  factors  which  con- 
tribute to  the  incidence  of  heavier  rates — 
de-rating,  for  example,  which  has  deprived 
local  authorities  of  a  considerable  portion 
of  their  rate  income.  The  statement  made 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  that  he  is  unable  at  present 
to  undertake  a  re-examination  of  the  ques- 
tion is,  to  many  of  them,  a  matter  of  con- 
siderable regret.  Many  local  government 
authorities  have,  moreover,  lost  valuable 
sources  of  revenue  by  the  nationalisation 
of  gas,  electricity  and  other  former  public 
utility  undertakings,  for  the  profits  from 
them  were  used  to  subsidise  local  rates.  In 
most  cities  and  towns  there  are  empty 
properties  that  cannot  be  let — the  derelict 
cinema,  the  bombed  building — each  one 
no  longer  rate-producing. 

In  view  of  the  Minister's  decision  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  reassessment  of  business  pre- 
mises in  advance  of  dwellings  and  of  other 
anomalies  affecting  the  occupiers  of  shops, 
doubts  arise  whether  the  burden  of  rates 
will  ever  be  equitably  distributed. 

Development  Charges  Go 

The  vote  taken  in  Parliament  recently 
to  abolish  the  "  development  charge  " 
will  cause  little  surprise.  Always  unpopu- 
lar, the  levy  has  had  an  adverse  effect  on 
building  operations,  since  landowners  have 
been  disinclined  to  develop  land  when  a 
substantial  sum  might  be  payable  in  re- 
turn for  permission  to  do  so. 

There  were  other  flaws  in  the  charge. 
The  Central  Land  Board  was  the  arbiter 
of  the  amount  to  be  payable  in  any  par- 
ticular case,  and  there  was  no  appeal  from 
the  Board's  decision.  Many  sellers  of  land 
sought  to  realise  practically  the  full  de- 
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velopment  value  of  the  land  from  pur- 
chasers, leaving  the  latter  to  pay  twice 
over  for  the  development  rights  (to  the 
seller  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  the  State, 
via  the  Central  Land  Board,  on  the  other). 

Persons  who  have  already  paid  the 
charge  will,  unfortunately,  not  be  able  to 
get  their  money  back,  for  as  the  White 
Paper  explains  "  Where  a  tax  is  altered 
or  rescinded,  no  question  of  repayment 
arises  and  although  development  charge  is 
not  strictly  a  tax,  the  same  principle 
applies." 

EXCLUSIVE  DEALING 
INQUIRY 

The  Board  of  Trade  announced  on  De- 
cember 19  that  the  Monopolies  and  Re- 
strictive Practices  Commission  has  been 
required,  under  section  15  of  the  Mono- 
polies and  Restrictive  Practices  (Inquiry 
and  Control)  Act,  1948,  to  submit  a  re- 
port on  the  general  effect  on  the  public 
interest  of  exclusive  dealing  and  collective 
boycott. 

Examples  of  arrangements  to  be  investi- 
gated include:  — 

(1)  .  Arrangements  between  a  number  of  traders 
by  virtue  of  which  :  — 

(a)  suppliers  of  goods  confine  the  offer  of  sup- 
plies, or  of  "  trade  terms  "  or  wholesale  terms 
or  other  favourable  prices  or  rates  of  discount  or 
rebate,  to  particular  classes  of  persons,  whether 
such  persons  are  described  in  general  terms  or 
listed  by  name; 

(b)  suppliers  of  goods  withhold  supplies,  or  trade 
terms  or  wholesale  terms  or  other  favourable  prices 
or  rates  of  discount  or  rebate,  from  particular 
c' asses  of  person,  or  from  persons  named  in  a 
';  black  list,"   "  stop  list,"   or  other  list; 

(c)  purchasers  discriminate  in  similar  ways  in 
favour  of,  or  against,  certain  suppliers  or  classes 
of  supplier  when  placing  their  orders  (including 
cases  where  suppliers  and  purchasers  arrange  to 
discriminate  mutually  in  each  other's  favour) ; 

(d)  rebates  are  paid  or  received  by  reference 
to  the  aggregate  of  purchases  from  a  number  of 
suppliers. 

(2)  .  Arrangements  similar  to  any  of  the  foregoing 
but  related  to  the  processing  of  goods. 

If  in  Doubt  .  .  . 

In  case  of  doubt  whether  a  particular 
arrangement  is  or  is  not  covered  by  the 
terms  of  the  requirement,  those  concerned 
are  advised  to  put  the  facts  to  the  Com- 
mission. 

Types  of  arrangement  not  covered  by 
the  inquiry  include  agreements  to  which 
the  only  parties  are  a  single  buyer  and 
a  single  seller  (e.g.,  "  sole  agency  "  agree- 


ments) ;  and  agreements  where  the  only 
parties  are  members  of  a  partnership  or 
members  of  a  single  group  of  "  intercon- 
nected bodies  corporate  "  (e.g.,  a  parent 
company  and  its  subsidiaries).  Geographi- 
cal market  sharing  is  also  outside  the 
scope  of  the  inquiry  : 

Any  action  to  give  effect  to  any  re- 
commendations from  the  Commission  in 
the  sense  that  the  specified  practices  are 
contrary  to  the  public  interest  would  re- 
quire new  legislation. 

The  Monopolies  and  Restrictive  Prac- 
tices Commission,  3  Cornwall  Terrace, 
London,  N.W.  1,  invite  persons  and  or- 
ganisations affected  to  submit  factual 
information  and  views  on  the  subject,

ECHOES  OF  THE  PAST 

AN  INVETERATE  ITCH 

From  "  The  London  Chronicle," 
January  11,  1759 

"  A  mate  of  a  merchant  ship,  who  was 
pressed  some  time  ago,  made  use  of  the 
following  ingenious  stratagem  to  evade 
being  carried  from  the  tender  on  board  a 
man  of  war.  The  night  before  all  the 
press'd  men  were  to  be  removed,  he 
scratched  himself  all  over  his  legs,  hands, 
and  a  great  part  of  his  body,  so  as  to  erase 
the  skin,  and  even  cause  the  blood  to  flow 
in  many  places.  On  the  morrow,  when 
the  poor  fellows  were  all  called  out  of 
their  confinement  below,  he  took  care  to 
be  the  last ;  and  just  as  they  were  going  to 
put  him  over  the  vessel's  side,  he  entreated 
the  favour  to  speak  but  one  word  to  the 
commanding  officer ;  which  being  granted, 
he  begged  in  the  most  piteous  manner,  that 
he  would  be  pleased  to  order  him  aboard 
some  ship  where  there  was  an  extraordin- 
ary good  surgeon ;  "  for  I  have  had  the 
misfortune,  Sir,  (said  he)  to  have  a  most 
inveterate  itch,  (shewing  his  hands,  breast 
and  legs)  upon  me  these  six  months  ;  and 
notwithstanding  I  have  been  under  the 
care  of  several  doctors,  and  been  in  two 
hospitals,  I  cannot  obtain  a  cure ;  and  I 
fear  if  I  go  to  sea  with  it  upon  me,  that, 
having  only  salt  provisions,  I  shall  lose 
my  life."  The  officer,  after  viewing  him 
with  some  attention,  and  cursing  the  gang 
for  bringing  such  a  scabby  fellow  on 
board,  bid  them  turn  him  ashore,  for  he 
would  not  send  him  at  all,  lest  he  should 
infect  the  whole  ship's  company."

Ethicals  Shown  to  the  Chemist 

Sir, — With  reference  to  "  Bystander's  "

tion over  a  number  of  years.  If  there  be  a 
reason  for  the  regrettable  absence  of  some 
of  the  "  ethicals  "  it  is  more  likely  to  be 
found  in  your  editorial  headed  "  Ethicals 
and  the  Chemist"  (p.  810).  Onlooker. 

Sir— I  am  afraid  "Bystander"  (C.  & 
D.,  December  13,  p.  811)  has  his  "facts" 
about  the  Medical  Exhibition  a  little  in- 
correct. I  admit  I  did  spend  an  afternoon 
there,  but  by  courtesy  of  one  of  the  or- 
ganisers (after  I  had  put  the  case  of  the 
retailer  before  him)  and  not  by  a  leakage 
of  tickets,  as  suggested.  If  other  retail 
pharmacists  obtained  admission  through 
leakage,  then  surely  they  are  as  interested 
as  I  am  to  acquaint  themselves  fully  with 
the  products  the  medical  profession  are  be- 
ing shown.  My  impressions  of  the  Chem- 
ists' Exhibitions  are  that  the  attendance 
there  has  always  been  quite  good,  but  of 
late  years  there  has  been  little  there  of 
any  interest  to  a  pharmacist  who  tries  to 
run  his  business  on  anything  like  ethical 
lines.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that, 
during  the  past  years,  particularly  since 
the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, "  ethical  "  products  have  passed 
through  retail  pharmacists'  hands  to  a 
much  larger  extent  than  before.

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DISPLAYS 
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IN  many  older-style  chemist  shops  it  is 
difficult  to  make  a  really  attractive  display 
because  the  window  is  very  shallow,  or  has 
a  high,  dark-panelled  glass  and  wood 
background  as  high  as  8  ft.  To  deal  first 
with  the  background,  there  are  two  good 
ways  to  get  over  this.  One  is  to  use  3  in. 
pleating  in  good-class  crepe  paper.  A  range 
of  thirty-three  shades  is  available  to  choose 
from.  They  provide  harmonising  back- 
grounds and,  crushed,  are  ideal  for  pack- 
ing a  floor  window.  Drawing  pins  used  can 
be  covered  with  a  "  tube  "  trimming  of 
about  i  in.  A  good  pair  of  long  shears  is 
needed ;  so  is  a  handy  plumb-line  (any 
weight  on  a  light  string)  and  strong 
drawing  pins.  The  "  cheap  "  kind  of  draw- 
ing pins  are  a  false  economy.  Pressing  hard 
with  the  thumb  is  apt  to  cause  the  head 
to  break,  with  perhaps  a  bad  thumbtip 
that  may  need  medical  attention.  The  solid 
brass  ones  last  indefinitely  and  therefore 
are  not  dear  in  the  long  run. 

Choosing  a  Colour 

Goods  for  display  in  the  pharmacy  being 
on  the  whole  light  and  not  too  elaborate  in 
design,  they  would  look  well  against  back- 
grounds of  apricot,  canary,  dark  amber, 
fuchsia  (for  a  show  that  includes  silver 
wrappings),  crocus,  peacock,  Wedgwood 
blue,  celestial  blue,  Nile  green,  blush  pink 
(for  a  display  of  nursery  lines)  or  coral.  As 
the  lower  part  of  window  is  partly  covered 
with  the  displays  then  I  suggest  it  may  be 
lined  with  ordinary  panels  of  crepe  paper 
and  the  folded  version  could  come  half- 
way. 

For  a  special  show  week  or  display 
competition  dull  and  worn  window 
floors  can  be  dealt  with  easily  and  taste- 
fully, by  taking  a  fold  of  crepe  and  cutting

it  across  to  give  three  pieces  instead  of  one 
fold.  Force  one  of  these  down  a  broom- 
handle  so  that  it  presses  firmly  for  a  few 
minutes  against  the  head.  When  taken  off 
it  has  an  attractive  "  wave,"  is  soft,  and 
makes  up  like  a  fabric  to  cover  display 
stand  legs  and  or  provide  a  groundwork 
for  setting-off  goods  placed  at  interesting 
angles. 

Against  this  background  hanging  items  or 
sales  material  can  be  well  displayed.  Criss- 
cross strips,  alternating  lines,  and  too 
assertive  showcards  should  be  avoided. 
Customers  have  been  known  to  look  at 
glamorous  showcards  and  fail  to  see  the 
goods.  A  second  method  of  covering  win- 
dow backs  needs  a  little  more  depth  but 
gives  an  artistic  and  most  simply  achieved 
effect  because  it  merely  stands  in  the 
background.  The  method  is  to  use  corru- 
gated display  cardboard,  which  is  available 
in  shades  of  sky  blue,  harvest  yellow,  wil- 
low green  amongst  others.  It  is  light  in 
texture,  tastefully  marbled  in  design,  and 
72  in.  wide.  It  is  therefore  ideal  for  the 
"  special  "  window  that  is  to  include 
numerous  sales  aids. 

Attractive  Curves 

Unfortunately,  the  corrugated  display 
card  comes  in  rolls  of  36  ft.,  but  it  may 
be  used  in  large  sweeps  or  cut  in  strips 
to  edge  shelves  or  fit  round  display  stands. 
Sketch  No.  1  shows  its  use  in  a  difficult- 

An  arrangement  of 
stands  for  a  long, 
shallow  window. 
(Sketch  No.  2). 
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shaped  corner  window.  With  the  material 
in  a  well-defined  curve  this  type  of  window 
can  be  made  most  attractive,  despite  its 
disadvantageous  shape. 

In  front  of  the  background  a  stand 
made  up  with  hardboard,  as  shown  in 
sketch  3,  sets  off  the  goods  very  well.  The 
top  is  made  larger  than  the  stand  itself 
so  that  a  good  display  may  be  made 
both  on  top  and  below  without  be- 
ing blotted  out.  The  centre  of  the  win- 
dow can  be  occupied  by  a  circular  stand, 
or  a  series,  graduating  to  the  top,  may  be 
adopted.  The  stand  for  the  longer  "  leg  " 
of  the  window  can  be  made  oblong  to  re- 
duce the  awkward  aspect  from  the  outside. 
It  will  accommodate  quite  a  range  of 
neatly  set  out  items. 


A  stand  with  advantages  in  showing  small  goods 
both  above  and  below.  (Sketch  No.  3.) 


Stands  of  this  kind  are  hard  to  come  by 
as  standard  fitments,  but  given  a  sketch 
a  builder  will  usually  be  glad  to  make 
them  for  they  provide  work  for  his  men 
on  days  when  outdoor  tasks  have  to  be  set 
aside.  Keeping  in  with  a  small  builder 
is  more  than  useful,  because  be  can  often 
find  short  lengths  of  wood  to  save  cost. 

Sketch  No.  2  shows  the  long,  shallow 
and  tall  window  of  the  country  shop  with 
the  door  in  the  centre.  The  author  re- 
cently designed  a  set  of  stands  for  the  pro- 
prietor of  one  such  pharmacy.  The  sketch 
gives  a  rough  idea  of  a  style  that  can  be 
followed  by  any  retailer  faced  with  the 
difficulty.  Quite  as  much  merchandise  may 
be  shown  as  with  the  now  antiquated 
shelves,  which  perhaps  were  never  a  suc- 
cess because  they  were  too  high,  had  awk- 
ward angle  brackets,  or  collected  dust  on 
shelves  of  glass  too  heavy  to  risk  frequent 
removal. 

So  often  the  tall  window  dwarfs  even 
the  best  display.  A  new,  brighter  paper 
pelmet  helps  to  solve  the  problem.  Even 
with  two  windows  a  fresh  pelmet  costs 
less  than  15s.    Pelmets  are  now  offered  in 


various  designs  of  pleasing  colouring,  or 
as  panels  and  sections  to  one's  own  shape 
and  measurements  by  manufacturers  such 
as  Messrs.  Sanderson,  who  have  produced 
a  special  book  on  the  subject.  Incidentally, 
the  display  may  be  toned  to  match. 

A  further  idea  that  costs  little  to  carry 
out  and  reduces  the  stark  depth  of  the  tall 
window  is  the  use  of  crepe-paper  fringe. 
It  is  easy  to  make  and  a  two-colour 
scheme  such  as  primrose/crocus  or  emerald 
green/nile  green  can  soon  make  the  win- 
dow attractive  from  the  top  downwards. 
It  may  be  changed  every  few  weeks  at 
little  expense.  In  planning  the  narrow 
window  one  should  take  the  blind  into 
account  and  avoid  placing  displays  that 
will  get  in  its  way.  It  is  disconcerting  to 
see  the  blind  down  at  a  week-end  but 
tilted  up  across  the  window  because  it  has 
come  down  on  some  small  displayed  item. 
In  planning  any  scheme,  it  is  as  well  to 
build  up  in  the  centre  to  about  4  ft.  6  in. 
for  the  main  attraction. 

RETAILING  IN  THE  U.S.A. 

Members  of  the  Anglo-American  Produc- 
tivity team  on  retailing  (C.  &  D.,  Novem- 
ber 8,  p.  641)  addressed  a  meeting  in  Lon- 
don recently.  Miss  Evelyn  Gibbs  said 
that  working  hours  in  America  were 
usually  forty  per  week,  but  opening  hours 
were  often  much  greater,  staffing  difficul- 
ties being  overcome  by  using  part-timers 
on  shift  systems.  Mr.  T.  W.  Cynog  Jones 
(Union  of  Shop,  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers)  said  that  retail  trade 
unions  in  the  United  States  were  more 
robust  than  in  Britain.  There  was  no 
wages  council,  nor  any  national  agree- 
ments. Wage  rates  were  adjusted  to  ex- 
perience and  not  to  age.  In  non-food 
establishments  there  were  usually  two 
rates,  one  for  the  first  six  months  of  em- 
ployment and  the  other  for  the  remainder. 
Mr.  M.  D.  H.  Ross  said  that,  for  the 
small  man,  the  best  method  of  buying  was 
as  one  of  a  group.  In  America  it  was  pos- 
sible for  profit  margins  and  expense  ratios 
to  be  compared  between  competitors;  there 
ought  to  be  more  of  such  co-operation  in 
Britain  he  said.

Solutions  required: 

(a)  Carbol  thionin  (Michrome). 

(b)  Orange  G,  0.28  per  cent  in  absolute  alcohol. 

Technique: 

1.  Fix  paraffin  sections  to  slides,  dewax.  Pass 
through  descending  grades  of  alcohol  down  to  dis- 
tilled water.  Alternatively  freehand  sections  may 
be  employed. 

2.  Stain   paraffin   section  for  one   hour  or  free- 
hand sections  for  five  minutes,  in  (a). 

3.  Pour  off  excess  stain. 

4.  Rinse   with   70   per  cent.,   then   with  90  per 
cent,  alcohol. 

5.  Rinse    quickly    in    two    changes    of  absolute 
alcohol. 

6.  Differentiate  for  half  to  one  minute  in 

7.  Rinse   with  90  per  cent.,    then  with  70 
cent,  alcohol. 

8.  Rinse  thoroughly  with  distilled  water. 

9.  Rinse   with  70  per  cent.,   then   with  90 
cent,  alcohol. 

10.  Wash   quickly  with  two  changes  of  absolute 
alcohol. 

11.  Wash  with  two  changes  of  xylol. 

12.  Mount  in  Cristalite  or  in  Canada  balsam  in 
xylol. 

Results:  Parasites  are  conspicuously  stained  violet- 
purple  with  purple  nuclei.  Cell  walls  are  unstained. 
If  stages  7,  8  and  9  are  omitted  the  results  will 
be  :  — Parasites  not  so  conspicuously  stained  violet- 
purple,  with  deep  purple  nuclei.

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Cyclopropane  Anaesthesia.  —  A  report 
Dased  on  1,000  administrations  (606  for 
dentistry  and  394  for  other  minor  surgery) 
of  cyclopropane  to  out-patients  is  presented 
by  Bourne  ("Lancet,"  1 952.II.705-08).  In- 
duction was  the  same  for  all  patients — 
1,500  mils  of  the  anaesthetic  per  minute 
with  an  equal  flow  of  oxygen.  It  was 
found  that  about  2  litres  of  each  gas  was 
sufficient  for  narcosis  for  most  children 
and  some  adults.  Dosage  was  regulated  by 
duration  (not  rate)  of  flow.  In  all  patients 
consciousness  was  lost  in  from  three  to  six 
breaths.  Twenty-one  per  cent,  of  the 
patients  vomited  after  reflexes  had  re- 
covered so  that  there  was  no  danger  from 
the  vomiting.  Nausea  occurred  in  a  fur- 
ther 12  per  cent,  of  patients.  Of  patients 
with  experience  of  nitrous  oxide  anaesthe- 
sia, 146  were  (mostly  strongly)  in  favour  of 
cyclopropane,  while  25  preferred  nitrous 
oxide  (because  of  the  nausea  associated 
with  cyclopropane).  A  number  of  the 
cyclopropane-favouring  patients  had  also 
vomited.  The  author  concludes  that  with 
cyclopropane  "  at  its  worst,"  operating 
conditions  equalled  those  of  nitrous  oxide 
"  at  its  best  " ;  bleeding  was  less  with 
cyclopropane  than  with  nitrous  oxide;  and 
that  administration  of  cyclopropane  was 
easier  than  that  of  nitrous  oxide.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  cyclopropane  is  explosive 
and  that  an  equal  or  greater  flow  of  oxy- 
gen must  always  accompany  its  flow. 

Poliomyelitis  Prophylactic  Investiga- 
tion.— Hammon  and  others  ("  Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  Association,"  1952. 
150.7^9-6o)  give  the  results  of  three  con- 
trolled trials  on  children  aged  one  to 
eleven  years  to  evaluate  Red  Cross  gamma 
globulin  (originally  prepared  for  measles 


prophylaxis)  as  a  preventive  agent  against 
poliomyelitis.  Simple  injections  of  4,  7  or 
1 1  mils  were  administered  to  children  in 
the  weight  groups  ;  up  to  34  lb.,  35-61  lb., 
or  62  lb.  and  over,  respectively.  Gelatin 
solution  was  administered  as  a  control  to 
half  of  the  number  of  children,  and  those 
responsible  for  administration  of  the  injec- 
tions did  not  know  which  preparation  was 
being  given.  A  pilot  study  carried  out  in 
Utah  during  an  epidemic  in  1 95 1  involved 
5,767  children  gave  inconclusive  results 
as  the  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  oc- 
curring amongst  those  taking  part  was  too 
small.  Two  further  trials  were  carried  out 
in  1952,  and  involved  33,137  Texas  child- 
ren, and  15,686  children  in  Iowa  and 
Nebraska  during  epidemics.  A  total  of 
ninety  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  diag- 
nosed out  of  those  taking  part  in  the  trials. 
Of  those  sixty-four  had  received  gelatin, 
the  rest,  gamma  globulin.  The  authors 
state  that  that  result  is  statistically  signifi- 
cant and  the  view  that  gamma  globulin 
affords  protection  against  the  disease  is 
justified.  There  was  also  evidence  that  the 
active  preparation  modified  the  severity 
of  the  disease  when  it  did  not  prevent  it. 

N.H.S.  STATISTICS 

In  Lancashire  in  the  year  ended  March 
31,  1952,  94.7  per  cent,  of  test  prescrip- 
tions were  found  to  have  been  dispensed 
accurately,  cr  not  to  warrant  action. 

In  England  during  November  19SI, 
according  to  Joint  Pricing  Committee 
figures  the  number  of  prescriptions  issued 
was  17,670,773  (11,070,744  forms).  The 
total  cost  of  ingredients,  fees,  and  con- 
tainers during  the  month  was  £3,374,261. 
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BRANCH  AND  ASSOCIATION  MEETINGS 


Dundee  Film  Evening. — At  a  meeting 
of  the  Dundee  and  Eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
November  20  more  than  fifty  members  and 
their  friends  saw  films  entitled  "  Industrial 
Dermatitis"  and  "The  Birth  of  a  Drug." 
Later  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  ap- 
proach the  local  Executive  Council  for 
permission  to  go  ahead  with  a  rota  scheme. 

Portsmouth  Branch. — The  annual  din- 
ner and  dance  of  the  Portsmouth  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in 
Southsea  on  December  3.  The  chief  guest 
was  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (vice-president  of 
the  Society)  who  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Heseltine.  The  toast,  "  The  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society "  was  proposed  by  Councillor 
L.  J.  Evans.  Mr.  Heseltine,  in  reply, 
thanked  the  Branch  for  its  contributions 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The  visitors  who 
were  welcomed  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  A. 
W.  Dempsey)  included  Dr.  H.  E. 
Suter  (president,  Portsmouth  Division, 
British  Medical  Association),  Mr.  W.  C. 
King  (chairman,  Portsmouth  section,  Brit- 
ish Dental  Association),  Dr.  T.  E.  Roberts 
(local  medical  officer  of  health),  Messrs. 
A.  L.  Williams  (Portsmouth  public  an- 
alyst), L.  B.  Benny  (head  of  Portsmouth 
Municipal  College),  and  the  chairmen  and 
members  of  the  Bournemouth  and  South- 
ampton Branches.    Dr.  Suter  replied. 

A  Council  Member  on  the  Code.  — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  North-east  Lancashire 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held 
in  Blackburn  on  November  18,  Mr.  H. 
Steinman  (a  member  of  Council)  spoke  on 
the  draft  revised  statement  on  matters  of 
professional  conduct.  He  urged  careful 
consideration  of  the  code  and  invited  the 
Branch  to  send  in  its  views  on  it  to  the 
Council.  Pharmacy  had  maintained  a  good 
standard,  he  said,  but  a  code  bearing  some 
relation  to  practical  requirements  was  a 
necessity.  He  himself  would  like  one  that 
was  applicable  to  all  sections  of  pharmacy, 
not  merely  to  retail.  Mr.  Steinman  re- 
gretted that  the  business  of  a  pharmacy 
had  never  been  clearly  defined.  Was  a 
cosmetic  display  conducive  to  "  pharma- 
ceutical appearance"?  How  far  could  an 
ethical  display  be  carried  before  it  became 
an  advertisement  of  dispensing  services? 
To  Mr.  L.  Mossop  he  said  that  the  Coun- 
cil would  not  agree  to  enforcement  of  the 
code  being  inflicted  on  the  "  little  man  " 
without  its  equal  application  to  the  larger 
interests  in  pharmacy. 


Advances  in  Therapeutics. — At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Epsom  and  Sutton  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  in  Epsom 
on  November  13,  Dr.  G.  R.  Boyes,  speak- 
ing on  "  Some  Current  Advances  in  The- 
rapeutics," discussed  the  impact  of  syn- 
thetic organic  chemistry  and  microbiology 
on  pharmaceutical  practice.  That  had 
been  due  to  a  tendency  to  study  the 
chemical  structure  of  vegetable  drug  con- 
stituents and  to  produce  the  latter  syn- 
thetically. Each  new  product  (particularly 
if  an  antibiotic)  made  new  problems  for 
doctors,  patients,  manufacturers  and  phar- 
macists, and  only  by  the  close  co-opera- 
tion of  those  people  could  the  use  of 
such  new  products  become  possible.  Two 
of  the  greatest  problems  were  drug  senti- 
tisation  and  bacterial  resistance.  It  was  a 
strange  fact  that  if  a  micro-organism  be- 
came resistant  to  an  antibiotic  it  would 
remain  resistant  all  its  life  even  after  in- 
fection into  another  host.  Even  if  the  anti- 
biotics were  "  wonder  drugs,"  their  use 
demanded  continual  study  of  all  reactions. 

Portsmouth  Association.  —  The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Portsmouth  Chemists'  As- 
sociation was  held  in  Portsmouth  on 
November  25.  There  was  a  good  attend- 
ance. Messrs.  E.  Thorpe  (head  of  the  de- 
partment of  pharmacy  and  physiology, 
Portsmouth  Municipal  College),  N.  Francis 
(senior  pharmacy  lecturer  at  the  college), 
Councillor  L.  J.  Evans  and  Mr.  A.  R. 
Goddard  (Clerk  to  the  local  Executive 
Council)  were  present  as  guests.  An  infor- 
mal dinner  preceded  the  meeting.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected  for  1952-53  : 
— President,  Mr.  N.  Banks ;  Vice-presi- 
dent, Mr.  M.  A.  Guernier;  Secretary,  Mr. 
J.  C.  Bloomfield.  185  Fratton  Road,  Ports- 
mouth ;  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  L.  Harris. 
Two  resolutions  proposed  by  Mr.  Bloom- 
field  were  carried  unanimously.  One, 
seconded  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Gregory,  urged  all 
members  of  the  Association  not  to  buy  from 
manufacturers  sponsoring  a  free  gift 
scheme  for  the  duration  of  the  scheme, 
and  called  on  other  pharmaceutical  or- 
ganisations to  support  the  resolution.  The 
other,  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  Isherwood, 
urged  members  not  to  buy  from  manufac- 
turers marketing  products  stated  to  be 
"  chemists'  only  "  but  not  included  in  the 
Chemists  Federation  list,  and  similarly  ap- 
pealed to  other  pharmaceutical  organisa- 
tions. The  secretary  urged  all  present  to 
vote  in  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  election. 
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HE  year  1952  will  be  remembered  as 
4_  the  period  in  which  many  commodity 
rices  began  to  fall  for  the  first  time  since 
939.  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine  Chemi- 
als  and  a  substantial  number  of  Crude 
>rugs  had  provided  firm  markets  up  to 
le  beginning  of  the  year.  For  some  time 
efore  that  Essential  Oils  had  shown  a 
ownward  tendency,  but  they  received  a 
Hip  when  the  open  general  licence  to 
nport  them  from  countries  outside  the 
ommonwealth  was  revoked  in  November 
951.  That  improvement  was  short-lived, 
nd  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  the 
rices  of  the  oils  affected  again  showed 
general  decline. 

The  dullness  that  descended  on  all  mar- 
ets  was  attributed  to  (1)  over-stocking  in 
le  previous  years,  when  prices  were  con- 
tantly    climbing ;    and    (2)  uncertainty 
imong  buyers  about  future  trends,  causing 
lem  to  buy  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis, 
t  was  hoped  (feared  by  sellers)  that  prices, 
bnce   they  fell,   would   continue   to  fall. 
That,  in  fact,  is  the  position  that  obtains 
today. 

It  is  quite  clear  also  that  the  bank  rates 
af  interest,  coupled  with  general  restric- 
tions on  credit,  helped  to  curb  buying 
activities. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

Competition  from  European  suppliers  in 
a  number  of  Pharmaceuticals  grew  during 
the  year  with  the  result  that  the  prices  of 
several  commodities  ended  the  year  about 
50  per  cent,  below  those  ruling  a  year  ago. 
Theobromine  alkaloid  fell  from  57s.  6d. 
per  lb.  to  25s.,  and  Caffeine  alkaloid 
from  50s.  by  six  stages  to  22s.  Theophyl- 
line and  its  derivatives  were  similarly  af- 
fected, but  perhaps  the  most  spectacular 
fall  was  provided  by  the  newcomer  Isoni- 
azid.  Following  American  reports  on  its 
use  in  treating  tuberculosis,  several  firms 
in  this  country  set  about  manufacturing 
it,  and  a  few  to  do  their  own  research  in 
order  to  obtain  confirmation  of  the  Ameri- 
can claims.  In  the  spring  isoniazid  cost 
about  £50  per  kilo,  but  within  six  months 
imported  material  was  being  sold  at  £16, 
including  Key  Industry  Duty.  Ephedrine 
and  its  salts  were  reduced  in  February, 
and  the  hydrochloride  again  in  May  and 
October  to  meet  foreign  competition.  Fixed 
schedules  for  that  and  a  number  of  other 
chemicals  were  abandoned  by  British 
manufacturers  during  the  year  as  the  com- 
petition increased. 


From  Want  to  Plenty 

Many  commodities  which  during  last 
year's  peak  trading  were  severely  rationed 
became  freely  available  during  1952.  Con- 
spicuous among  them  were  the  Bismuth 
salts,  citrates  and  zinc  oxide.  There 
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was  enough  sulphur  for  all  needs,  and  pro- 
duction of  Sulphuric  acid  during  the  third 
quarter  of  the  year  was  at  the  rate  of  62.2 
per  cent,  of  capacity  production,  reflecting 
lower  activity  in  many  consuming  indus- 
tries. Plans  went  ahead  for  the  erection 
of  plants  to  produce  the  acid  from  pyrites 
and  native  anhydrite.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  new  capacity  capable  of  producing 
227,000  tons  of  acid  was  expected  to  be 
working,  with  a  probable  increase  to 
460,000  tons  in  1953.  A  plant  for  recover- 
ing an  additional  17,000  tons  of  by-pro- 
duct sulphur  was  an  added  help. 

Production  of  Antibiotics  increased, 
and  in  April,  Penicillin  and  Streptomy- 
cin prices  were  reduced.  Production  also 
increased  abroad,  so  that  British  exporters 
had  to  face  keener  competition  in  overseas 
markets.  With  a  surplus  of  Penicillin  pro- 
duction it  was  not  surprising  to  find  that 
manufacturers  turned  their  attention  to 
other  likely  outlets  for  its  use.  Research 
was  carried  out  to  find  the  effect  of  feed- 
ing antibiotics  to  poultry  and  pigs  and  it 
seems  likely  that,  during  1953,  legislation 
will  be  made  permitting  its  use  in  that 
field.  Bromides  were  reduced  in  January, 
March  and  November.  Prices  of  domestic 
Tartaric  acid  and  Cream  of  tartar  were 
cut  as  imported  materials  from  Spain  and 
Italy  came  to  be  offered  on  the  home  mar- 
ket. In  six  movements  the  acid  was  reduced 
by  an  aggregate  of  £4  per  cwt.  over  the 
year.  In  November,  Opiates  were  sub- 
stantially reduced,  providing  the  first  break 
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in  price  for  those  drugs  since  the  upward 
trend  began.  Most  Metals  (Copper  ex- 
cepted) were  weak ;  Zinc,  Bismuth  and 
Lead  declined  appreciably.  During  July, 
Mercury  was  reduced  by  £8  per  flask, 
but  in  November  Spain  unexpectedly  in- 
creased the  export  price  by  approximately 
£6.  The  increase  was  stated  to  be  due  to 
a  well  sold  position,  the  United  States 
having  bought  very  heavily.  An  impor- 
tant event  for  manufacturers  took  place  in 
September,  when  Methylated  spirit  and 
Industrial  alcohol  were  reduced  in  an- 
ticipation of  a  fall  in  world  prices  of 
molasses.  Acetic  acid  was  also  reduced 
in  September  and  again  in  December. 

Some  Chemicals  Dearer 

Though  the  emphasis  has  so  far  been 
on  price  falls,  it  must  be  recorded  that 
many  commodities  have  changed  little,  and 
some  not  at  all  throughout  the  year.  A 
few  are  actually  higher  now  than  in  Janu- 
ary. Glycerin  was  in  tight  supply  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  prices  were 
raised  by  £6  per  ton.  That  price  still  ob- 
tains, but  the  supply  situation  eased  con- 
siderably during  the  summer  and  the  cuts 
previously  made  to  manufacturers'  sup- 
plies were  restored. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  most  Crude  Drugs  was  ex- 
ceedingly quiet.  It  was  at  first  thought 
that,  after  the  Budget — which  this  year 
was  presented  one  month  earlier  than 
usual — trading  would  recover.  That  did 
not  happen  however.  September,  the  usual 
time  for  recommencing  activities,  brought 
no  change,  and  it  was  well  into  October 
before  any  perceptible  interest  was  shown 
by  buyers.  Many  botanicals  are  now  con- 
siderably lower  in  price  than  a  year  ago. 
Others,  particularly  those  imported  from 
dollar  areas,  have  remained  remarkably 
steady,  largely  on  account  of  poor  crops 
in  America. 

Good  crops  of  Ergot  were  harvested  in 
Portugal  and  Spain.  Prices,  which  reached 
a  peak  in  1 95 1 ,  had  already  begun  to  fall 
before  January.  Nevertheless  the  shipment 
price  at  that  time  stood  at  around  45s.  per 
lb.,  c.i.f.  As  new-crop  offers  became 
known  it  was  obvious  that  there  would  be 
a  big  fall  in  that  market,  which  was,  as 
always,  very  sensitive  to  inquiries,  the 
slightest  sign  of  interest  shown  by  any 
country  being  often  enough  to  push  up 
shipment  offers  by  several  shillings.  The 
closing  months  of  the  year  have  seen  the 
price  fairly  steady  at  around  15s.,  but  busi- 


ness was  done  in  September  at  consider- 
ably below  that  figure.  Menthol  lacked 
interest,  and  an  excess  of  Brazilian  men- 
thol forced  down  the  more  acceptable 
Chinese  material,  though  not  to  the  same 
level.  Spices  were  a  particularly  dull  mar- 
ket, and  price  falls  were  considerable. 
African  Ginger  fell  from  235s.  to  pss. 
per  cwt.  and  Jamaican  No.  3,  from  4.50s. 
to  1 20s.  Zanzibar  Cloves,  on  the  other 
hand,  rose  almost  week  by  week  from  5s. 
per  lb.  to  lis.  gd.,  and  only  during  the 
closing  weeks  of  the  year,  as  new-crop 
material  was  expected  to  arrive,  did  that 
price  weaken.  Tinnevelly  Senna  leaves. 
and  more  especially  pods,  were  generally 
firm.  During  July,  the  prices  of  pods  ad- 
vanced sharply  following  reports  from 
origin  that  the  crop  was  not  as  good  as 
had  been  forecast.  All  grades  of  Shellac 
were  in  smaller  demand  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year ;  the  F. O.T.N,  grade,  which 
in  January  was  at  340s.  per  cwt.  stood  at 
167s.  6d.  in  December. 

Essential  Oils 

From  countries  other  than  scheduled 
territories,  all  Essential  Oils  required 
import  licences.  The  Board  of  Trade 
allotted  a  quota  of  £1.5  millions  for  the 
second  half  of  the  year,  and  £2  millions 
for  the  period  November  1951  to  June  30, 
1952.  Imports  of  essential  oils  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  the  year,  from  all  terri- 
tories, were  valued  at  £3  millions.  Busi- 
ness was  difficult,  and  holders  had  often 
to  cut  their  losses  to  turnover  stocks.  Oils 
from  China,  such  as  Anise  and  Pepper- 
mint, did  not  suffer  to  the  same  extent 
as  those  from  other  producing  areas.  Cey- 
lon Citronella  fell  from  7s.  gd.  to  3s.  6d. 
per  lb.,  but  Anise,  at  7s.  gd.,  was  down 
by  only  2s.  Carry-forward  stocks  from  pre- 
vious seasons  were  given  as  the  reason  for 
the  fall  in  prices  of  Eucalyptus.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  oil  had  been  firm 
at  gs.  per  lb.  but  by  December  it  was 
difficult  to  sell  at  5s.,  though  it  was  real- 
ised that  replacement  could  not  be  made 
at  that  figure  once  existing  stocks  were 
cleared. 

Supplies  of  Olive  oil  have  been  re- 
stricted by  import  licences,  but  there  has 
been  little  demand  and  prices  have  re- 
mained fairly  steady.  News  from  the  pro- 
ducing countries  show  that  this  year's  crop 
was  well  below  average,  but  here  again 
carry-forward  stocks  held  by  Spain  are 
high  (estimated  at  250,000  tons),  and  that 
has  had  a  steading  influence  on  the  price.

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TRADE  REPORT 

London,  December  23 

On  the  approach  of  the  Christmas  holiday 
and  the  end  of  the  year  business  operations 
are,  as  usual,  almost  at  a  standstill  and 
further  activity  is  unlikely  until  after  the 
New  Year,  Prices  were  without  substan- 
tial change  over  the  week  in  all  markets. 
Fennel  and  Fenugreek  seeds  are  firmer 
— fennel  due  to  short  supplies  and  fenu- 
greek to  Italy's  continued  buying  and  to 
New  York's  showing  more  interest.  Cloves 
on  the  spot  are  again  easier  by  threepence 
per  lb. 

The  General  Produce  Brokers'  Associa- 
tion of  London  has  advised  its  members 
that  January  1,  1953,  is  to  be  regarded  as 
a  non-business  day.  Other  associations 
with  headquarters  around  Mincing  Lane 
are  expected  to  adopt  a  similar  policy.  The 
Sulphur  Committee  of  the  International 
Materials  Conference  in  Washington  has 
announced  the  allocation  plan  of  crude 
sulphur  for  the  first  quarter  of  1953.  The 
allocation  to  the  United  Kingdom  is  83,000 
long  tons  of  which  the  import  quota  is 
48,500  tons. 

In  the  United  States  Phenol  was  re- 
duced by  1|  cents  per  lb.  Brazilian  Men- 
thol went  down  by  5  cents  to  $5.05  per  lb. 
Essential  Oils  priced  lower  included 
Bois  de  rose,  Dalmatian  Sage,  Bergamot 
and  Ceylon  Citronella.

WORLD  TRADE 

Poles  Produce  Penicillin. — It  is  repor- 
ted from  Warsaw  that  Poland  is  produc- 
ing penicillin  at  the  Tarchomin  Pharma- 
ceutical Works  after  experimental  work 
commenced  in  1950.  Polish  imports  of 
penicillin  are  expected  to  drop  consider- 
ably in  1953. 

Egyptian  Import  Restrictions.  —  Im- 
ports from  the  sterling  area  are  to  be  re- 
stricted to  "  essentials  "  until  the  country's 
sterling  balances  have  improved.  (Some 
restrictions  have  been  in  force  since  June.) 
In  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year 
Egypt's  imports  from  Britain  fell  to 
£26,600,000  from  £31,500,000  in  the 
same  period  of  last  year.  Exports  to  Bri- 
tain also  fell  sharply  to  £11,750,000  from 
£44,900,000.
